no attempt at equivocation and no effort to 
double. The Mills bill is vigorously denounced 
and the democracy is attacked with all possi- 
ble emphasis as favoring free trade and Euro- 
pean industry as against protection and Amer- 
ican labor. The platform declares against free 
wool and against the admission of any imports 
free of duty that in any way conflicts with like 
articles of American products. Indeed, it is

of William McKinley isseon throughout. As 
an ultra-protectionist, he could not have asked 


-more than as chairman of the committee he 


got. The reading of the committee’s report by 

the handsome and eloquent Ohioan was given 
AN INTENSELY DRAMATIC EFFECT 

by the earnestness of the speaker and the en- 

thusiasm of the audience. At frequent inter- 

vals the immense throng seemed to .lose con- 

trol of itself, and when the protection plank 


™ was reached, and it became apparent that such 


positive grounds had been taken, the scene be- 
came thrilling. Eight thousand people rose 
with one accord, and with fans, bats and hand- 
kerchiefs wildly waving, and yelling like mad- 
men, united inagrand and impressive out- 
burst of enthusiasm. 

The reception of the protection views of the 
committee isan evidence of the fact that the 
party depends ‘upon its position on the tariff to 
carry it through. It wi make it the one great 
issue of the campaign, or at least will let it 
divide honors with the bloody shirt. 

There is an undercurrent of sentiment, how- 
ever, which thinks that the convention has 

GONE TOO FAR ON THE TARIFF, | 
and thatit will injure the republican chances 
in the west. I was by chance seated this morn- 
ing next toa prominent Nebraska republican 
during the reading of the tariff platform. 
When the tariff plank was reached, his enthu- 
siasm seemed to meander, and he remarked: 

“That goes too far and is going to play hell 
with our farmers’ vote in Nebraska.”’ 

This sentiment is but a fair expression of the 
apprehension engendered among the delegates 
from several of the western states, particularly 
Kansas, Minnesota and Iowa. Even the lead- 
ers think that the party will be weakened in 
these states by its extreme position on the 
tariff, but they say that there is no danger of 
losing any of them, and that the positive stand 
taken insures the states of New Jersey and 
Connecticut, and greatly increases the chances 
of the party in New York. This was,no 
doubt, the object of the committee in shaping 
the report as it did, but even the protection 
plank, as important as it is, is made to play 
second fiddle to the bloody shirt, which takes 


‘precedence in the committee’s report. 


THE BLOODY SHIRT. 

The grand old party, so called, appeals to 
the country again on the issue of sectional ani- 
mosity and a perpetuation of sectional strife. 
Its “free ballot and a fair count plank”’ is the 
Bame old story of abuse and misrepresentation. 
The colored delegates to the convention are 
posing as martyrs to the cause of their repub- 
lican politics and lustily cheer all references 
to the suppression of the colored vote, Indeed 


_ this is all they are doing here, for somehow or 


other their white managers have gotten hold 
of their votes and will deliver them at will. 
The bossism of the white republicans of the 
south is a striking feature of the convention, 
Though they are outaumbered three to one by 
the negroes, yet they are practically supreme 
in authority. 

It is astonishing to a southerner to find that 
among the republicans there are very many 
who really believe all that is said about the 
suppression of the negro vote in the south. A 
Minnesota republican who had been south, and 
knew better, told me today that the mass of 
republicans in his state believed that even in 
Georgia the negroes were 
BRIVEN TO THE BALLOT BOYES WITH SHOTGUNS, 


and made to vote the democratic ticket, and 


that where he was allowed to vote the repub 
lican ticket that his vote was counted out. 
And yet Georgia republicans here on the 


ground hold up their hands and say “amen” 


When political demagogues decry the south 
With such false charges. I really believe that

Simply because, wheu the state of Connesticut 
was reached, the chaitman of : its delegation 
arose and stated that Connecticut presented 
the name of Joseph RK. Hawley for the presi- 
dency, and sat down, and then for five solid 
hours such a stream of eloquence as was never 
turned doose on any audience flowed unre- 
Strained, tothe intense disgust of everybody 
but the speakers. It was simply horrible. 
There were from four to five speeches on each 
of the eight candidates presented, and such a 
tiresome display of oratory is not recorded. It 
embraced everything from the spread-eagle 
swoops of the crossroads oratory.to the slushy 
and weakly production of the ambitious states- 
man who thought he knew how to talk, but 
did not have sense enough to’ know that the 
audience did not want to hear him. 

ABUSING THE SOUTH. 

One after another of the speakers were 
called down, but most of them stolidly with- 
stood the jeers and time calls with which they 
were constantly interrupted. The biographical 
details of every candidate’s life were present- 
ed, and outside of these every speaker kept 
the same track. All waved the bloody shirt 
and there is nodoubt but that the south was 
shown up as a most cursed section. What 
little there was ieft of the Gresham boom was 
killed by itsorators, and none of the others 
were improved by talk, except that of Sher- 
man. Foraker stormed the convention for 
Sherman, in seconding his nomination. The 
whole house Was cn its feet in the wildest ex- 
citement after he had finished, and shouted 
and hurrahed for fifteen minutes. At one 
time the great audience, carried away by its 
enthusiasm over Foraker’s denunciation of the 
south, joined in the refrain, “Marching 
Through Georgia,’’ and such a chorus never 
before assembled under one roof. 

AN OVATION TO FORAKER. 

Foraker’s speech is the best effort at bloody- 
shirt oratory which he has yet made. He at- 
tacked the south in whole and part, and said 
that Ohio was just aching to get somebody in 
the presidential chair who was man enough to 
tackle the south. This touching sentiment 
again captured the audience, and it went wild 
again. Foraker’s whole speech was an attack 
on the south, and-se well did he play to the 
tune of the audience that he made himself the 
hero instead of the man in whose interet he 
Was speaking. 

In the wildest of the excitement over his 
speech an immense floral shield was brought 
in bearing on one side the name ‘J. B. For- 
aker’’ and on the other the words, ‘I will re- 
turn no rebel flags.”’ 

The speech.of Frank Hiscock in.nominating 
Depew was, if possible, more Viperous than 
that of Foraker. He dealt at length op the 
‘yebel democrats,’’. saying that the republican 
party had to face a solid souti, as solid now as 
when it strove to break the union, and ecntin- 
uing declared that all that fraud or violence 
could accomplish—even to murder—would be 
resorted to by the southern democracy to main- 
tain the south’s solidity. 

GOODS THEY CANNOT DELIVER. 

One or two colored orators, in seconding 
Sherman’s nomination, promised the states of 
Virginia, North.and South Carolina, Florida 
and Alabama to him if nominated. I am glad 
to state the expectations of the convention 
were not aroused as to Georgia. It will bea 
very cold day when any of the southern states 
desert the democracy in the face of such pro- 
ceedings as have characterized this conven- 
tion.

REVIEW OF THE SITUATION. 
If Sherman is not Nominated on the Early 
Ballots, Blaine Will Come In. 

CHICAGO, June 21.—As has been previously 
intimated in these dispatches, the two positive 
forces in this convention are Blaine and Sher- 
man. That was never more apparent than in 
to-day’s convention. Sherman’s great strength 
was shown openly and toe good advantage. 
Many of the spectators said that a ballot im- 
mediately following the great demonstration 
at the close of Governor Foraker’s speech 
would have resulted in Sherman’s nomination, 
But those who were looking beneath the sur- 
face discovered signs of unusual 
activity among the Blaine men 
Steve Elkins was as busy about the convention 
hall as he was four years ago. His lieutenants 
were all in motion. Blaine influence. was 


particularly strong about the platform of the: 


chairman, The demonstration for Sherman, 
the test of Sherman’s streneth on roill eal 
Wednesday evening, when his friends rallied 
230 votes for Mahone with the certainty of 
having fifty more, which they refused to ure 
cover, has stirred up the friends of Blaine and 
tempted them toabandon their programme of 
nominating Blaine only after a prolonged 
effort to select another candidate. 

The interview with Carnegie in which he 
stated that Blaine would accept if nominated 
and printed this morning was intended te give 
the friends of Blaine courage. The programme 
is to prevent a nomiuation tomorrow, and to 
have aconference of friends of the candidates 
tomorrow night,but if necessary Blaine will be 
sprung upon the convention at any moment. 

In the morning, California, it is asserted, will 
vote for Blaine without formally placing his 
name in nomination. Depew was today ap- 
pealed to by some of the Blaine managers to 
hold his New York strength till they gave the 
word and then lead the Blaine stampede. 
The theory was thet if New York,a decisive 
state, should thus demand Blaine, the remain- 
der of the country, including the friends of 
other candidates, must submitin good grace. 
But Depew declined to enter any such scheme. 

w is indignant at Platt, Elkins, -Hiscock 
and Phelps, who some days ago organized a 
combination against him, and bave prevented 
him getting the eathusiastie support of New 
York, as tvell as the votes of New Jersey and 
Connecticut, and other votes in New England. 
What Depew will do still remains a copun 
drum, He says he.has no hope of the nomi- 
nation himself, but will not indicate what his 
course will be. His intimate friends believe 
he will join Warner Miller in 
many votes as possible to Sherman.

Eikins teday claimed there were 500 Blaine 
men in the convertion, and most likely the 
ticket at this hour is Blaine and Harrison. 
Other candidates are dwarfed by 
this struggle between the Blaine forces 
and Sherman, though there is a growing belief 
that Judge Gresham is the strongest man. 
Allison is still thought of asa compromise 
candidate, and McKinley and Foraker, partic- 
ularly the latter, who hag become very popular, 
aro talked of as dark horses. Algerand De- 
pew appear to be the doubt of the race. Phelps 
is the only man talked of for vice-president, 
but Phelps said tonight he did not. believe he 
could be nominated on account of the intense 
opposition of Depew’s friends in New York. 

The Proceedings in Detail. 

Cuicaaco, June 21.—The comuvention faces 
another day’s work, with the glimmer of a bal- 
lot at the end of it. It appears possible at 
this time that the programme for today is to 
get through with the platform at.the session 
now about te open, have nominating speeches 


presenting the names of candidates for presi-~ 


dential nomiration disposed of this afternoon 
or this evening; then preceed to a show of 
hands on one ballot and adjourn until tomor- 
row. This is what is generally expected by 
most of the delegates, although there is some 
talk as the delegates come down to the hall 
that the conventton will not stop at one hallot 
when the night opens, but that a number of 
ballots shall be taken to determine in some 
measure What hope there may be of reaching 
an agreement. The hope of the Sherman 
men that the name of Mayor Filter, of Phila- 
delphia, would not be presented at all, and 
that the Ohio senator would get all of 
the keystone votes On the first ballot, appears 
to be dissipated by the appearance of 
Charlies Emory Smith, of the Philadelphia 
Press, with a Fitler nominating speech, and 
detesmination to place the mayor in nomina- 
tion. Talk of delegates as they begin to arrive 
is of the showing made last night on the Vir- 
ginia contest cases, all of which, exceptin the 
case of the delegates at large, and those of the 
ninth district, were decided in favor of the 
Wise faction and presumably against Sherman. 
The actual numerical difference to Senator 
Sherman by this admission of the contesting 
delegates is a loss of 12 votes. What the lobby, 
as well as the delegates, are trying to find out 
this morning is whether the vote against the 
edmission of the Wiso delegates was a test of 
Sherman’s vote, and a good deal of figuring is 
being done upon this problem. 

If the yote is a test it would appear to show 
that Senator Sherman wil] have about 290 
votes on tino first ballot, but the most reliable 
opinions being now expressed is that this vote 
cannot be made the basis of any calculation, 
and the Virginia question was settled upon its 
own merits, as far asthe delegates could de- 
termine the law and equity of the ease. 

IN THE HEATED HALL. 

A view of the auditorium upon the eve of the 
opening of the day’s session, indicates that 
there has been a brisk trade in the city since 
Tuesday in light, thin coats. The more digni- 
fied black dress coat has been surrendered and 
as many delegates and spectators as have been 
able to get them. appear inlinen sack coats, 
and generally without vests. This is a neces- 
sary concession to the weather, and one or twe 
of the delegates have made an even more com- 
plete surrender than this, and appear in their 
shirt sleeves, an innovation which the conven- 
tion is not disposed to criticize in view of the 
oppression of the heated air in the hall. 

There is some talk about theconvention hall 
that Colonel Ingersol is after all to make one 
of his nominating speeches, but there is no 
foundation forthe rumor. It is a curious fact 
that when C.Jcnel Ingersoll’sjname was called 
for last night for aspeech demonstrations of 
applause were more generous than have been 
made at any time during the convention pro- 
ceedings, although all of the magic names 
have ‘been uttg@ged time and again. The 
theory deduced from this is that the delegates 
have made up their minds not to be stampeded, 
and it seems probable that they wil! be able to 
keep their heads throughout. 

FORAKER’S POPULARITY. 

This indication of caution is one of the strik- 
ing features of the gathering. Governor For- 
aker, whose name has been conspicuously 
mentioned as a likely candidate, is received 
with favor and was generously applauded 
when he came in the hall this morning, the 
spectators and convention having become fa- 
miliar with his presence since hisspeech of last 
night, Futitis probable that in this casea 
good deal o: enthusiasm, which would other- 
wise have made this demonstration something 
approaching an ovation, has been suppressed 
for fear of its possible effect upon the great 
battle of ballots which is now impending. 
There issome gossip going on about the hall 
about the London dispatch published .in the 
New York Tribune of this morning, making 
the authorized statement from Blaine that he 
has absolutely written no letter to any one of 
a political character except his Florence and 
Paris letters, which have been published. 
There has been a story floating about to the 
effect that some of the Sherman men knew 
that a letter from Blaine was in the hands of a 
delegate to be read in case of his nomination, 
absolutely refusing to accept it, and that the 
Sherman men had a plan to throw their votes 
to Blaine if it was found that Sherman could 
not be nominated on the first three or four bal- 
lots, and thus start a Blaine ryt which 
would nominate him. Thenthe letter of re- 
fusal was to be read and the convention Ccom- 
pelled to go on and nominate some other man, 
presumably Sherman, as he would have thus 
won the hearts of the Biaine men and could 
now get their votes, It is a sample conven 
tion story which ig spoiled by the Tribune's 
dispatch. é 
FILING IN SLOWLY. 

The galleries fill up less rapidly than usual 
this morning. The doorkeepers are exercising 
more caution than heretofore about the ad- 
mission of ticketholders, and scrutinize the 
tickets carefully. The pressure for admission 
is tremendous. Last night the hall was over- 
crowded and the ushers had a rough time of it. 
There were scarcely five hundred people in the 
great auditorium at half-past nine—within 
thirty minutes of the convening of the con- 
yention, which Chaimman Estee declared from 
the desk should be called to order on time.

I. te spirit of those creat leaters, and of ouro\ n 
devotion to buman liberty, and with that hostility 
to all forms of despotism and oppression, 
which is the fundamental idea of the repub- 
lican party, we send fraternal conzratulations 
to our fellow Amerieans.of Brazil upon their eréat 
act of emangipation. which completes the abolition 
of slavery throughout the two American conti- 
nents, 

We earnestly hope that we may soon congratu- 
late our fellow-citizens of Irish birth wpon the 
peaceful recovery of home rule for Ireland. 

We reaflirm our unswerving devotion to the na- 
tional constitution andthe indissuluble union of 
states; to the autonomy reserved to the siates under 
the constitution; to the personal rights and liberties 
of citizensin all the states and territories in the 
union, and especially to the supreme and sovereign 
right of every lawful eitizen, rich Or poor, native or 
foreign born, white or black, to cast one free ballot 
in public elections, and to haye that ballot daly 
counted. We bold a free and honest popular bullot 
and justand equal representation of all people 
to be the foundatlon of our republican government, 
and demand effective legislation to secure the inter- 
rity and purity ofall elections. which are the foun- 
tains of all public authority, We charge that the 
present administration and democratic majority in 
congress owe their existence to the suppression of 
the baliot by the criminal nullification of the con- 
stitution and laws of the United States. 

We are uncompromisingly in favor of the Amer- 
ican system of protection. We protest against its 
destruction, as ore by the president and his 
party, to serve the interests of Europe. We will 
support the interests of America. Weaccept the 
issue, and confidently appeal to the people for their 
judgment. The protective system must be main- 
tuined, Iteehandoument has always been folluwed 
by geveral disaster to allinterests, except those of 
the usurer and sherilf. 

We denounce the Mil's bill as destructive to the 
general business, labor and farming interests of the 
country, and we heartily indorse the consistent and 
patriotic action of the republican representatives in 
congress ia opp sing its passuge, 

We condemn the pro; osition of the democratic 
party to place wool on the free list, and we insist 
that duties thereon shall beadjusted and maintain- 
ed so as to furnish fulland adequate protection to 
that industry. 

The republican party would effect all needed re- 
duetion of the national revenue by repealing the 
taxes npon tobacco, Whicharean annovance and 
burden to agriculture and the tax on spirits used in 
arts and for mechanical purposes, and by such re- 
vision of the tariff laws as willtend to eheck the 
imports of such articles as are produced by our peo- 
ple, the production of which gives emyloyment to 
our labor and release from imy ort cuties those arti- 
cles of foreign production except loxuries (t!.e@ like 
of which c.innot be produced at home.) Ifthereshall 
still remain a larger revenue than is requisite for 
the wants of government, we favor the entire re- 
peal of internal revenue, rather than the surrender 
ofany part of our protective system at the joint 
behest of whisky trusts and agents of foreign mauu- 
facturers. 

We declare our hostility to introduction into this 
country of foreien contract labor and Chinese labor 
alien to our Civilization and Sur copstitufion, and 
we demand the rigid enforcement of existing laws 
against it and favor such immediate legislation as 
wlll excluce such labor from our shores, 

We declare our opposition ‘o all combinations of 
capital orgapized in truss, or othe: wise, to control 
the arbitrary condition of trede an:oug our citizens 
and we :esommend to congress and state legislu 
tures, in their respective jurisdiciions, such le zisua- 
tion as will prevent the execution of all schemes to 
oppress, the people by undue charges on their sup- 
plies or by unjust rates for the transportation of 
their products to market,

Several More Nominations, and Adjourn- 
ment Until This Morning. 

‘Cricaco, June 21.—The air was cooler in 
the afternoon and the hall not so densely 
packed as in the morning session.

THE DESERTERS’ STORY. 


They Say Stanley Was Surrounded by Hos- 
tiles When They Left. 

Lonpon, June 21.—A dispatch from St. 
Paul DeLoanda, dated yesterday, stays: ‘Several 
deserters from Staniey’s.expedition have reached 
Camp Yamburga, They state that after traversing 
the Upper Arniwhimi Stanley struck into a rough 
mountainous country, covered with a dense forest. 
The natives, who were excited by reports spread by 
the Arabs, disputed the passage of the expedition 
and there was continuous fighting. Stanley was 
severely wounded by an arrow. He was compelled 
several times to construct camps in order to 
repel atiacks, and was obliged to use 
reserye provisions that were intended for Emin 
Bey. The Sudanese attached to the force had all 
died or disappeared, The deserters estimate that 
the caravan lost one-third of its men and they say 
that many of those remaining were ill, including 
the Eiropeans. Stanley was encamped when the 
deserters lett. He was surrounded by the hostiles 
and was uiuable to send news to Emin or directly to 
Yamburga, 

Major Bartellot had returned to Yamburza, ’where 
he was awaiting men; that Ward was collecting to 
form a powerful expedition to go to the relief of 
Stanley. Sickness at Yamburga was lessening, but 
only 8U of the 5125 Barzibari survived. Tippoo Tib 
recruited 625 men to form two caravans and started 
for the-interior about the end of January... Ward 
left home on May 30th for Leopoldville, where he 
was toembark men and provisions inthe Congo 
State steamer En Avant for Arnwh®mu early in 
May. The steamer S.anley left Stanley Falls, tak- 
ing Bartil'ot, the first reinforcement and supplies. 
Yamburga advices reachthe middle of April. The 
time the ceserters left Stanley is uncertain. Goy- 
ernor Janssen left Congo on the 15th instant, on his 
way to Europe to consult regarding the sending of 
assistance to Stanley.

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; The Bloody Shirt. 

Editor Halstead appears to be very hope- 
ful of the Sherman boom, and it is but just 
tosay that the affair holds its own. The 
friends of the Pinkstonian statesman re- 
ceived something of a set-back when the 
Blaine delegates from Virginia were admit- 
ted, for it meant a loss of twelve rank and 
eolid votes for Sherman. 

On the other hand, when the platform 
was read and found to be reeking with the 
bloody shirt issue, the Sherman boom re- 
ceived quite a boost; for it must be.conce!- 
ed that the issue is Sherman’s by right of 
cultivation if not by right of discovery. 

Only the other day Steve Elkins, the 
great Blaine tooter and manager, was say- 
ing that the bloody shirt business would 
affect the popularity of Sherman as a can- 
didate, but the convention, controlled as it 
is by the Blaine contingent, has unani- 
mously indorsed Sherman’s attitude, and to 
that extent it may be supposed to help his 
candidacy—that is to say as far as it can be 
helped. 

Seriously, this rehashing of an old issue 
that was a farce when it was fresh—an issue 
that is denounced by such a prominent 
southern republican as Governor Bullock— 
is a good omen for the democrats. There 
are thousands of young men who will vote 
this year for the first time, and it would be 
absurd to suppose that they can be in- 
fluenced by such an issue as this. 

There are thousands of older voters in the 
republican party who are tired of this per- 
petual appeal to a spirit of sectionalism 
that affects the progress and prosperity of 
the whole country, and these honest and 
conservative voters may be expected to re- 
pudiate the party that is continually stirring 
up bitterness and strife between the sec- 
tions. 

On the whole, we have never known the 
prospects of democratic victory to be more 
hopeful than they are now.

War Talk in Europe. 

A feverish and restless spirit pervades all 
Europe. 

All the London papers predict war, and 
the Standard declares that the last barrier 
pf peace was swept away by Frederick’s 
death. 

In Berlin nothing is heard but war talk, 
France has 30,000 soldiers drilling and 
building fortifications at Nancy, and as 
large a force at Strasburg. In Vienna 
nearly every man wears a uniform, Russia 
continues to push her legions through 
central Asia, and the recent English scare 
over an invasion was based upon the opin- 
lon of officials high in authority that war 
was inevitable. 

The address of Germany’s hew emperor 
to the- army was calculated to alarm all 
lovers of peace. He said. 

We belong to each other, land the army. Thus 
we are born for one another; and thus we will 


stand together in an indissoluble bond in peace or 
siorm, as God may will it. 


England, France, Germany, Russia and 
Austria are taxing their people to the last 
extremity to keep up their vast military es- 
tablishments. Peace maintained by such 
vast armaments is expensive and irritating. 
War would be a relief, because it would be 
followed by a general disarming and a 
season of peace. 

Still, it is not easy to see how Europe can 
be plunged into hostilities just at present. 
Trouble is coming; there can be no doubt of 
that, but itis much more likely to occur 
next year than next week.

M. Quad and the Moonshiners, 

Mr. C. Bb. Lewis, better known as M. 
Quad, of the Detroit Free Press, claims that 
the southern moonshiners are more sinned 
acainst than sinning. 

In the course of his visits to scores of jails 
tn Georgia, Alabama and the Carolinas, Mr. 
Lewis says that he had many talks with 
moonshiners and their families. He came 
to the conclusion that they were forced to 
distil whisky without a license because they 
bad no market for their corn. They are 
poor and illiterate, but honest, and the 
world owes thema living. None of them 
with their limited facilities could produce 
more than a barrel or two of whisky in a 
season, and they sold it for money to buy 
the necessaries of life. The product of all 
the moonshiners in the south would pot de- 
prive the government of a reyenue worth 
collecting. 

Ashe proceeds Mr. Lewis warms up to 
his work, and gives his readers the following 
salty talk: 

While one may not encourage men to break alaw, 
the manner In which these moonshiners are treated 
is enough to make one's blood boil, I have found 
them in jails where they had lain for four, six and 
eight months withouta trial I have seen them 
sent off to Albany and other prisons on testimony 
which I knew was rank perjury. There are heavy 
fees connected with the capture of moonshiners, 
andthe object of federal officers is to make these 
fees. Ifaciear case can be made out, the moon- 
Shiner istried in open court. Ifnot, he is taken 
into @ private room and threatened and bulldozed 
anddeciared guilty. It isn’t the people of Atlanta 
or any southern town who are to blame for this, but 
federal officials who have something to gain by it. 
In two instances which came under my tiotice I 
Was periectiy satisfied that a federal official eycour- 
aged moonshiners to go into the business that he 
might turn about and raid them and make his fees. 
There can be no record produced to show that a 
single man of them ever produced enough whisky 
to ge: ten dollars ahead of his daily wants. Corn is 
about the only thiag which they can grow On their 
miserable mouutain farms, and if not made into 
whisky it would be worthiess 

Ihave given many a poor moonshiner whon I 
found rolling in jail a big silver dollar to send to his 
sick and starving wife and children, and if I could 
have my say about itthey should have liberty to 
run their little one-horse stille open and above 
board, None of them could then make more than a 
poor living, and the revenue lostto Uncle Sam 
oemneaaens She Sas of one single deputy mar- 


_ Much of this:ie undoubtedly true, but the. 
writer’s prejudices have caused him to make 
charges ina sweeping way againat 


the federal officials asa body. This is all 
wrong. In this region the federal officials 
as arule simply enforce existing laws. The 
odious instances of oppression referred to 
by Mr. Lewis forthe most part occurred 
years ago under corrupt republican adminis- 
trations, and such bardships as now befall 
the moonshiners are the necessary result of 
a bad system. Our whole internal revenue 
system is so. hopelessly bad and oppressive 
that even with just and humane men in of- 
fice it cannot fail to vex and afflict the peo- 
ple. 

Mr. Lewis suggests that it would bea 
good thing to have a congressional comuit- 
tee appointed to Investigate this matter of 
moonshining, and the idea is not a bad one.

The Convention. 

The Chicago «o1vention appears to cover 
a good deal of ground, reaching from bar- 
room to auditorium, and from auditorium 
allthe way back tothe barroom. It is a 
beautiful and effective combination of ‘‘a 
wow, a wiot and a wumpus.’’ There are 
numberless ‘‘heart-burnings,’’ to use the 
language of the Chicago editors, and some 
animated discussions. There has been 
some trouble in the Ohio delegation of a 
more or less aggravated nature, but the 
only genuine cat-fight yet recorded occurred 
among the choice spirits that represent the 
decayed republicanism of the Old Dominion.

FREE Books For free schools is becoming a 
disturbing auestion. A Methodist paper in 
Cincinnati takes the following view of it: 
Slowly but surely is the spirit of communism 
taking root and spreading its influence in this 
country, poisoning and blasting whatever it 
touches. A specimen of its existence and in- 
fluence was manifested recently in this city by 
the action of the school board in regard to 
schvol books. A proposition was made to fur- 
nish free books as well as free schools, and of 
twenty-one members of the board present ten 
voted for the measure, and it is said they boast 
loudly that they will carry it sooner or later. 
Suppose they do, what next? . Why, of course, 
it will be to furnish free clothing suitable for 
attendance at school.

THE STATE ROAD. 


Senator Brown Interviewed As 
‘ To it. 


What He Thinks of Its Sale or Lease—The 
Next Legislature to Decide the Matter— 
His Opinion About Betterments. 

eo 
Washington Special to Augusta Chronicle. 

I called on Sevator Brown at his quarters-at 
the Woodmont, yesterday, and inquired it he had 
any objection to being interviewed on the subject of 
the Western and Atiantic railroad lease, and the fa- 
ture of the The senator said that he was not 
very partial to interviews, but that he had no senti- 
ments nor information on the subject that he de- 
sired to keep secret. I then asked the senator when 
the present lease of the Western and Atlanta rail- 
road company expires. He replied: 

“Qn the 27th day of December, 1890, being two 

* years from next December,”’ 

“Then it will be necessary for the next legislature 
to Make some disposition of the railroad?’ 

“It will beentirely proper that the next legisia- 
ture should dispose of the question. It is true the 
second legislature to be elected two years from this 
time, will meet nearly two months before the ex- 
piration of the lease, but that would leave so short 
a time to dispose of so important a question that it 
would not be wise to leave it to so late a period. 
Therefc re the legislature to be elected next October 
will, I think, have to deal with the question.”’ 

@ ‘What is your opinion as to the proper disposition 
of the road when the lease is out? Should the state 
sell itor lease it again?’’ 

“I have always been opposed to a sale of the road, 
and as long as the state can lease it for twenty-five 

housand dollars a month, the sum that she has 

been getting for it for the last seventeen years and 
more, which was at the rate of six millions of dol- 
lars for the use of it for twenty years, I think it a 
good piece of property, and the state had better hold 
on to it. In other words, the rental for twenty 
years would more than pay for building and equip- 
ping as good a road by the side of it, which could be 
made at least ten miles shorter, and could be built 
for less than six millions of dollars,”’ 

“Then you favor a lease?” 

‘Yes, Ido. If the roed gore sold it would not 
bring whata greatmany people think it ought to 
bring. and we have no sufficient guarantee that the 
money, or avery considerable portion of 4t, might 
not be misapplied or wasted if s0 large a sum were 
to go into the treasury, and on account of the pres- 
ent condition of our bonded debt, the state cannot 
caliintne bonds at her option, and pay off the 
debt, even if she had the money. Toscil the road, 
and hold the money, takiWe the chances of paying 
the debt as it matures, would bea very hazardous 
undertaking, andI thinkit better that the road 
shouid be leased again toa perfectly solvent com- 
pany for the best rental it will command.,”’ 

‘What do you think the state will be able to get 
per month on a twenty years’ lease ?”’ 

“Tam not able to say.’ 3 

“Do you expect to have anything to do with the 
lease ”” 

“Certuinly not aslessee. I shall not lease the 
road again nor shail I be in any sense a member of 
any company thot does lease it. Positively, so far 
as 1 know or believe, itis not the purpose of any of 
my sons to be connected with a future lease. At 
my age, andin my state of health, I would not 
want to engage in such an enterprise, andif I were 
young and vigorous azain I would not be willing, 
with all the railroad lines surrounding the Western 
and Atlantic, totakeit on a twenty years’ lease, 
paying & very heavy sum forit. In other words, I 
take it that nosolvent company who intends in 
good faith to comply with its contract, will take the 
road and give ali the time and attention necessary 
to it, and take the risk of making or losing, without 
a good prospect of makinga handsome protit it it 
sueceeds, I do not care at ey to point out the 
difficulties in the way of a lease for the best sum 
possible. My interestin the road in the future, af. 
ter the end of the present Iease and the settlement 
with the state, will be that of a citizen and a tax- 
payer, and it would be my interest and the interest 
of my children to see the road leased for the very 
last doilar thatit will bring, and to see it honestly 
and fairly managed, and the money reccived for 
rental paid into the treasury accordiug to the con- 
tract. 

“My interest, however, and the interest of my 
children, so far 1s I know or believe, will ic sim- 
ply the interest of the citizen and taxpayer, and, 
therefore, allon the side of thestate.” | 

Reporter—"‘Do you think the road ‘bhould be 
leased to a private Company ora railroad curpora- 
tion?”’ 

“My opinion isthat no private company can af- 
ford to take the road and bind itself to pay a large 
sum for the rental under the present state of things. 
To illustrate: 

“The present is an‘aze of consolidat on {fn railroad- 
ing. The East Tennessee and the Richmond and 
Danville eavying been already consolidated, and the 
stock of the Richmond and Danviilie aud the Cen- 
tral being in a great degree owned by the same 
parties, 1t would be very easy to form a consolida- 
tion of the three lines extending from Atlanta east 
in various directions, and through the 
branches of the East Tennessee’ ex'‘ending 
in the other direction from Chattanooga. Such 
a cembination could throw a large part 
of the through freight between Atlanta and Chatta- 
nooga, over their own lines, taking it from the Wes- 
tern and Atlantic. This would makeit somewbat 
hazardous fora private company, controlling only 
the line between Atlanta and Chattanooga, as the 
combination would control the line by tue side of 
it, and with various branches at each end of it. 

‘| think, therefore, it would be the wiser course 
on the part of the state, 1f she can do s9, to lease the 
road to some large solvent company like the Cen- 
tral or the Louisville and Nashville, or the two 
combined, for the largest rental that can be ob- 
tained; and those companies could afford to guar- 
antee a larger rental than any private company 
can undertake to pay.” 

‘There was quite a storm raised in the Jast legis- 
lature on the subject of betterments, after the publi- 
cation of your letter on that subject; and I see in 
some of the Georgia papers that persons corning out 
and running as candidates for the legislature in 
some of the counties are pledging them<elves 
against paying the Westernand Atlantic railroad 
eve meee 3 anything for betterments, What have 
you to say to this? Will it be the policy of the West- 

ern and Atlantic railroad company on the otler 
hand to pledge candidates for the legislature to go 
for the payment of betterments? Can the company 
aftord to he stilland permit pledges on the other 
side without making the issue?’ 

“Tt will not be the purpose of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad company to attempt to control the 
election of members of the legislaturein a sin- 
gle county in the state, I think lt highly improper 
on a question of this charac’er where the facts and 
evidence are not well known generally by the pub- 
lic, and where there are principles of equity and 
justice involved with which many of the men who 
are candidates for the legislature sre not familiar 
that there should be any attempt to pledge them in 
advance either for or against a fair settlement. | 
shall certainly not attempt it, to jar as the Western 
and Atlantic railroad company is concerned. We 
waut no one elected to the legislature because he is 
a partisan of the Western and Atlaritic railroad 
company, nor because he is pledged to pay better- 
ments, or to pay any particuar sum for bet‘erments, 
All we want Is that honest men be elected who will 
investigate the facts, hear the evidence. and lodk 
into the whole case, and who will then dispose of it 
according to the principles of law, equity and jus- 
tice that may be involved. This isall I would de- 
sire to ask of any member of the legislature in be- 
half of the company; and itisall that any honest 
man can pledge in advance. 

“It is very evident that the mass of people are no® 
advised in refereuce to ali the facts in connection 
with the pending settlement, and that there are 
many candidates for the legislature who are en- 
tirely ignorant of many of the facts, and probably 
ignorant of the principles in connection with some 
of 1t How can such a man pledge Limself in ad- 
vance, that he will or will not allow betterments, or 
that he will or will ad vy any particular sum ? 
All that the company will ask him to do, and all 
bonest men on the other side can ask him todo, is 
to be impartial and to do jnstice in the premises 
between the company and the state, — as he 
would do between one neighbor and another. 

“To illustrate this point: The company, not 
counting the engines that were condemned by the 
appraisers, who turned them over to the Western 
and Atlantic railroad company at the commence. 
ment of the lease as unfit for use, has nearly doubled 
the number of engines which were turned over tei 
by the state, and many of them are a great deal 
larger, and one of them is worth two of those we got 
from the state, We bave boughta number within 
the past two or three years that are as good as new, 
and that are large and strong, and will haul twice 
as many cars as one ofthe small engines we got 
fiom the sta’e would hanl. Say, for iusitance, that 
there were thirty good small engines when we took 
charge of the road, and that we would now have 
sixty goo! large ones. What honest man would say 
that the state oughttoclaim thesixty when we 
come to turn the read over at the end of the lease. 
The contract is that we shall return the same num- 
ber we got, and in the same condition we got them, 
But a demagogue who is ready to pledge himself for 
votes, to go against all bettern eits, would have to 
tell the people inthe .case supposed that he is 
for taking the sixty effgines from the road and turn- 
ing them ove to the state, wheu the road only got 
thirty from the state notas good asthirty oi the 
present sixty. The number supposed does not give 
accurately the number receivedandthe number 
now on hand, but it illustrates the principle. What 
would an nonest constiiuent say of a man who 
would pledge himself in advance forthe sake of 
getting the votesof persons who might be preju- 
diced or who might not know the facts, that he 
would take the sixty engines from us instead of the 
thirty we would owe the state; and yet if he is 
pledging against allowing betterments at all and in 
favor of taking the road equipped just asitis, that 
would be the condition his pledge would put him 
in. Would it not be more honest more fair and 
more equitable for him to say that he will look into 
all the facts and consider the justses and the equity 
of the case and do what hethinks is honest and 
right. and wilt not any honest constiivent have a 
better opinion of a man whotakes that position 
than he would ofa man he krewv was demagogue- 

b the in advance mae By will 
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The Western and Atlantic directors and lessees 
have had no meeting or formal consultation about 
thismatter, I have noright, therefore, as their 
d-nt.tor e ige them in advance of such aconsultation 
but I can speak for myself, and I have no doubt the 
position I fake will meet thetr approval. Iam per- 
fectly‘willing that thejstaie sele. tone eminent lawyer 
of high character as a gentleman and a citizen, and 
the company select another of like character, thas 
the state select one eminent railroad man aud t 
company select another, and that the four select a 
fifth man, ard that we submit the whole question to 
the five arbitrators, binding them to consider the 
law, the evidence and the equity and justice of the 
case, and make a fgir and just award, and we will 
abide by it. This will dispose of the whole question 
in as fuir a way as any that occurs to my mind. It 
would do spee lilyf without litigation or delay, and 
the people cf he state and the lessees|wil:¢doubtiess 
be satisfied; and if they are not, they will cheerfully

MORMONS GOING TO MEXICO. 


They Buy a Big Estate in Northwestern 
Chihuahua, 


Ext Paso, June 21.—A few days ago Solon 
Humphries, Judge J. F. Crosby, and the 
other owners of the great Corralitos hacienda, 
which embraces a large proportion of north- 
western Chihuahua, and is among the largest 
in Mexico, sold a portion of the estate to An- 
drew J. Stewart and George M. Brown, both 
of Salt Lake City. 

This tract sold em*races nearly 500,000 
acres of fine agricultural and grazing land, 
and has a railroad projected. It now trans- 
pires that the sale is made to parties who are 
acting on behalf of the church of the Latter 
day Saints, and that the purpose is only the 
first of a series of similar ones which will be 
made in various portions of Mexico, but 
mostly in the northern states of the republic. 
An extensive emigration from Ut into 
Mexieo is evidently contemplated by the 
Mormons. An experimental colony was sent 
out to the vicinity of the tract just purchased 
some two years ago, and it proved a complete 
success in every respect. eir farming, gar- 
dening, fruit growing and cattle raising =e 
pered in their settlements along the Casa 
Grande river in the most surprising manner. 
f They have built schools, churches and store- 
houses, and have arranged to get on a footing 
of friendly sympathy with their Mexican 
neighbors. They appear to have given up the 
practice of polygamy, at least to all outward 
appearance, and comport themselves as model 
citizens, although it is very apparent that they 
yield blind and implicit obedience to their 
elders, bishops, and spiritual] superiors. Re- 
cently all accessions to their numbers have 
come from some Mormon settlements in Ari- 
zona. The purchase money of the tract re- 
cently bought amounts to $500,000.
